MARYLAND DEMOCRATS ars chased up a 
tree by the Baltimore Suns vigorous proteat 
against the party proposal to saddle a graduated 
bream* tax upon the people of th* state in 
lh eh- const Ration. 
While favoring the right of the legislature 
lo Un pose such a tax as a m atter of political 
principle, the Sun deciares it "Is. nevertheless, 
opposed to the imposition of an income tax at 
this time." 
It realise* there are budgetary 
problems of major import yet it “refuses to 
believe th a t those difficulties can be adequately 
and justly met by the Imposition of graduated 
Income taxes " 
Th* Sun points out why such s tax is ob­ 
jectionable to it, and lists reasons that have 
been set forth by the Newt in discussing th* 
proposal 
First of all. tt says, It is undepend­ 
able 
The federal government, which has had 
abundant experience with 
graduated 
income 
levies, has found that the yield of such levies 
fluctuates widely with the fluctuations of busi- 
ness, 
Thus, despite an increase of rates, the 
yield of the federal income taxes fell from 62,- 
400 000 000 In 1950 to 6746 000.000 In 1933 ” 
The Bun find* further argum ent against 
the adoption of a graduated Income tax at this 
time. 
* The federal government." It says, “al­ 
ready has a steeply graduated system of Income 
taxes, a ith rates running up to a maximum 
of seventy-five per cent. 
The federal govern­ 
ment also has Income tax levied on workers with­ 
out exemption for the support of the old-age in­ 
surance departm ent of the social security sys­ 
tem 
The income tax will, by 1949, amount 
to three per cent. 
In addition, there are pay­ 
roll taxes of three per cent, for unemployment 
insurance and pay-roll taxes which will ulti­ 
mately rise to three per cent, for old-age in­ 
surance 
The pay-roll taxes tend more and 
more to be pasted on to workers or consumers 
Moreover, the federal government, which enjoys 
priority in the Income-tax field, I* even now 
considering Increases in Its normal Income tax 
‘Tor the state to venture further Into this 
field,” the Sun continues, “is to pyramid Income 
taxes on Income taxes In a way that must In 
the end bring the law of diminishing returns 
into operation 
In point of fact, there is good 
reason to fear th at the federal Income levies 
have already been pushed to the point at which 
in the higher brackets they a rt not as produc­
